Louis Braille Lost His eyesight in a childhood ac- 


cident in 1812. Entering a school for the blind in 
Paris, he learned his alphabet from wooden letters. 
Then he "read" large letters impressed on paper but 
was impatient with a system that required hours to 
understand one paragraph. 


Next, Braille studied music and at 14 became 


organist for the Church of St. Anne. There he thought 
of joining the blind friars, but the Canon said, "God 
may have great plans for you . . . Pray to Him . . . 
He will show you the way." Louis became one of the 
great organists of Europe. Yet, he was lonely, could 
not resign himself to blindness, and was heard to cry 
out. "Dear God, restore my sight... and I'll dedicate 
my life to helping my blind brothers." 


Though he did not gain his sight, but instead was 


stricken with tuberculosis, Louis helped his blind 
brothers. After learning of an army captain's system 
of night writing, he spent days and nights for years 
perfecting a touch system. Today, the blind read and 
write in Braille, play instruments from Braille music- 
scores, learn geography from Braille maps, put Braille 
labels on canned goods and operate office machines 
through his system.

The Ccrronctelet Runs the Gauntlet. 


The fluoridation of water by U. S. mu- 


nicipalities has declined rather sharply ia 
the past three years, according to Arthur S. 
Flemming, secretary of Health, Education 
and Welfare. The secretary points out con- 
trolled fluoridation has been proved to be 
an inexpensive and completely safe means 
of preventing 65 per cent of tooth decay 
but only one out of every four persons in 
the United States has this protection now. 


In the spring election in Wisconsin, 


five cities, Manitowoc, Shawano, Plymouth, 
Ladysmith and Juneau, turned down pro- 
posals to add fluoride to the city water sup- 
ply. Further, the city of Gillett, where the 
water had been fluoridated, voted to discon- 
tinue the practice. 


Since the fluoridation program has the 


approval of such organizations as the 
American Medical association, the Ameri- 
can Dental association. American Associ- 
ation for the Advancement of Science, and 
the American Public Health association, it 
is a little difficult to understand why the 
program has not made more progress. Both 
Sec. Flemming and Surgeon Gen. Leroy E. 
Burney and associates in the nation's public 
health work have been looking into this 
matter. They are convinced that the pro- 
gram would gain rapidly if questions in 
such elections as were held in Wisconsin 
recently could be decided on their merits 
by well-informed people. 


They believe the real trouble is that 


campaigns against fluoridation are con- 
ducted by "a militant minority" and the 
battle for the program is carried on by "an 
unrailitant majority." The answer, they say, 
is to provide a militant majority for fluori- 
dation. They point out that seven million 
persons in 1.903 communities now drink 
naturally fluoridated water while an addi- 
tional 
37 million persons in 1,900 com- 


munities drink water Containing added 
fluorides. At the present time the govern- 
ment furnishes technical assistance to com- 
munities considering fluoridation but be- 
yond that the decision is left to the com- 
munity. 


Whether this practice is to be changed 


or not remains to be seen but there can be 
no doubt of the wholehearted indorsement 


' given to the program by the Public Health 


Service and by Dr. Francis A. Arnold, di- 
rector of the National Institute of Dental 
Research. He says that fluoridation costs 
about half a million dollars a year now. It is 
saving $50,000,000 a year in dental bills. 
Dr. Burney says the cost of dental care in 
the nation is $1.7 billion a year and while 
fluoridation reduced tooth decay by two- 
thirds, it costs only 10 cents per person 
per year. 


It would seem that such convincing 


facts presented by the highest authority in 
the U. S. Department of Health and in 
medical science would not require much 
plugging by leaders at election time. 


New Municipal Revenues 


There is serious talk among the tax re- 


vision planners at Madison about enabling 
legislation to open up auxiliary sources of 
tax revenue to those local governments of 
Wisconsin that want to levy upon other 
sources than the old faithful and now 
steadily rising property tax. 


The lessons of municipal government in 


other sections of the country, and especial- 
ly the larger cities, suggest that the time 
may be nearing when this possibility must 
be seriously explored at least in those com- 
munities where the burdens upon r,eal and 
personal property are reaching the practic- 
able limit. 


There are sugges'tions about local option 


income and sales taxes. More frequently 
proposed is a form of local automobile tax- 
ation, in recognition of the evident fact that 
one of the prime causes of rising local gov- 
ernment expenditure is the motor vehicle 
with all of its attendant problems. 


There will be mechanical and practical, 


as well as ideological, objections to the sales 
and income taxes on a local option basis. 
One current proposal is for municipal 
earnings taxes levied at the source, or ac- 
cording to place of earnings rather than 
place of residence. Yet this local income 
tax will have to be administered by the 
state, if it is to be workable. 


The state has traditionally administered 


the income tax according to the residence 


of the taxpayer and there is little prospect 
that the legislature wiU change that meth- 
od, if we read its history correctly. It seems 
improbable that the state could administer 
two systems, and it seems plain, on the 
other hand, that a city income tax on resi- 
dents alone would accelerate the flight to 
the suburbs that is already one of the 
causes of the weakening municipal finance 
structure. 


Much of the same objection would be 


made to municipal sales taxes, and especial- 
ly in merchandising communities in compe- 
tition with each other. A tax percentage 
differential in one community would be a 
dangerous advantage over a community 
trading rival. 


As a beginning, it would seem that an 


optional local automobile tax would be most 
feasible for those communities that are re- 
solved that any other source of income is 
preferable to indefinitely raising property 
tax rates. The auto as property has had a 
favored status. The auto as a phenomenon 
of the times has obviously brought with it 
heavy new governmental spending obliga- 
tions. Other states, and notably Illinois, 
have demonstrated the possi b i 1 i t i e s, 
through a program in which the state levies 
the additional tax upon the vehicle, and the 
local governmental unit decides whether it 
wants to be included or excluded, according 
to its tastes and the desires and circum- 
stances of its inhabitants. 


The Price, at Leastr Was Right 


It probably is going to be necessary to 


put a time limit upon advertising value 
since some recent happenings show that a 
lot of people will make the try at some- 
thing cheaper than their neighbors can buy. 


Back in 1895 the E. L. Anderson Distill- 


ing company of Newport, Ky., ran an ad 
for "pure whiskey, rye or bourbon, quality 
unsurpassed, delivered in a sealed case to 
your home, direct from the distillery, all 
business strictly confidential . . . $2.90 
per gallon." An article titled "Those Were 
The Good Old Days" reprinted the ad in a 
1960 issue of Coronet magazine along with 
some others of comparable price differ- 
ences. 


Now E. L. Anderson has been out of 


business for a long time but there is an 
Anderson Distillery company in Kentucky. 
After several hundreds of letters had been 
received ordering as much as ten gallons 
per week of the $2.90 per gallon whiskey, 
the company turned to the post office de- 
partment. Now all letters addressed to E. 
L. Anderson get returned to senders as "un- 
deliverable." 


It's amazing how readers can miss the 


fact that the reprinted ad was one of a se- 
ries but spot that $2.90 per gallon fine print 
at a glance. And there probably are some 
who will cancel subscriptions to the maga- 
zine on the grounds that it carries mislead- 
ing advertising or report it to a Congres- 
sional committee.

On the morning of March 


15, 1862, the ironclad gun- 
boat Carondelet lay moored 
to the left bank of the Mis- 
sissippi close to the Ken- 
tucky-Tennessee 
line. The 


river was swollen by spring 
rains and melted western 
snows, and the gunboat tug- 
ged uneasily at the web of 
lines that tethered her. 


Despite her musical name, 


the Carondelet 
could lay 


small claim to beauty except 
in a functional sense. On a 
shallow - draft rectangular 
hull were mounted five cylin- 
drical boilers which drove 
two high-presbure engines, 
each attached to one end of 
a massive paddle wheel. The

superstructure's for w a r d 
face was armored, and the 
sides opposite the boilers 
and engines were similarly 
protected, but elsew h e r e 
there was merely heavy 
planking.. The de s i g n e d 
speed of the gunboats was 
nine miles an hour, though 
they were seldom able to 
make more than six or sev- 
en. Nevertheless, they were 
far more formidable than, 
any of the river gunboats 
possessed by the Confeder- 
ates. 


Had Saen Action 


The Carondelet had six 


identical sister ships, and 
the two remaining ironclads 
of the western flotilla were 
larger. The Carondelet had 
already seen some hot action 
at the capture of Forts Hen- 
ry and Donelson in Febru- 
ary. These two closely relat- 
ed victories brought impor- 
tant strategic advantages. 
Besides opening the way for 
an advance into the heart of 
Tennessee, they compelled 
the evacuation of the Confed- 
erate stronghold at Colum- 
bus, Ky., which had effec- 
tively closed the Mississippi 
against a southward ad- 
vance. 


The Confederates did not 


have to go far to find another 
spot suitable for a defense 
of the river. Sixty miles be- 
low Columbus at Island No. 
10 they already had a forti- 
fied position of great natu- 
ral strength. This they now 
proceeded 
to develop by 


erecting 10 batteries — five 
on the island, the remainder 
on the Tennessee shore — so 
placed that any boat going 
downriver would have to run 
a deadly gantlet between 
them. In effect, Island No. 10 
was a cork in the neck of a 
bottle. Located on and abuut 
the island were an estimated 
7.000 Confederate troops, in- 
cluding several thousand in 
an entrenched camp at New 
Madrid, Mo., just below the 
island stronghold. 


Army Stalemated 


Immediately after the Un- 


ion occupation of Columbus, 
Flag 
Officer 
Andrew H. 


Foote, commander of the 
large ironclad, the Benton, 
headed down the Mississippi 
toward Island No. 10 with the 
Benton, the Carondelet, and 
five of her sister ironclads. 
At the same time a Union 
army of about 20,000 under 
Maj. 
Gen. John Pope was 


working its way southward 
through 
the M i s s o u r i , 


swamps toward New Ma- 
drid, where he outflanked 
the Confederates and moved 
into the town. The Confeder- 
ates withdrew across the riv- 
er, out of reach. 


Pope at once perceived he

turtle, but she slipped elusively through a narrow 
channel on the Mississippi River and rushed past the 
Confederate-defended Island No. 10 to victory. To. 


bypass the Rebels, the Carondelet rounded the point 
and steered hard to starboard, thus avoiding the guns 
on the Tennessee bank, but braving those on the 
island's near side. 


was stal e ra a t e d. Union 
troops had also occupied 
Watson's Landing, farther 
downriver from New Ma- 
drid, but neither .force had 
boats to cross the river. The 
solution would be to have 
Foote run a number of his 
ironclads down to New Ma- 
drid, drive off the Confeder- 
ate mosquito fleet, and de- 
stroy the batteries at the 
landing places. The gunboats 
would then be available to 
ferry Pope's 
troops. The 


Confederates would be trap- 
ped, for the flood made im- 
passable the semicircle of 
swamps, lakes and bayous 
that separated the Tennessee 
shore from the hinterland. 


Refuses Boats 


When Pope's r e q u e s t 


came, Foote, knowing the 
strength of the enemy's de- 
fenses, declined to send even 
one gunboat. Instead, he at- 
tempted to reduce the Con- 
federate stronghold by bom- 
bardment, but the damage 
was insignificant. 


After 10 days of fruitless 


shelling, Pope was almost 
frantic with impatience. He 
asked help from Gen. Henry 
W. Halleck, his superior, 
who wired Foote to give 
Pope all possible assistance 
with the gunboats. Within 
the next two days, Foote 
summoned the gunboat com- 
manders to a council of war. 
All but one declared the plan 
impractical. Comma n d e r 
Henry Walke of the Caron- 
delet agreed to run the gant- 
let. 


Work was immediately be- 


gun to prepare the Caron- 
delet for the ordeal. At 8 
p.m. on April 4 she started 
upstream to have a loaded 
barge, filled with coal and 
bales of hay, lashed to her 
side as additional "armor." 
Gun ports on the ironclad 


were closed 
against 
the 


escape of light. Absolute si- 
lence was to be maintained. 


As the Carondelet moved 


into the current, heavy rain 
was advancing upriver. The 
storm broke with great vio- 
lence. To those watching 
from upriver she was clearly 
visible in the lightning, and 
it seemed incredible she was 
not discovered by the Con- 
federates. 


No Gunfire 


The Carondelet had enter- 


ed a narrow channel-across 
a sand bar, which was navi- 
gable only at high water. 
Suddenly, flames shot up 
from her 'twin stacks, light- 
ing the entire scene. But the 
expected 
gunfire 
did not 


come. A few minutes later, 
the stack flamed again. Soot 
inside them had become in- 
candescent, and was blown 
up into the air by drafts from 
the sudden squall. 


This time the light was 


seen. Rebel sentries fired 
their rifles, and signal rock- 
ets roared upward. Within 
moments firing from the 
shore and from the island 
became gensral and the low- 
hanging clouds ware illumi- 
nated by the flashes of guns. 
The gunboat was 
under 


heavy cross fire. 


Shells Miss Ironclad 


"Full steam ahead!" came 


the order. Excitement and 
dread gripped the 100 or 
more human beings shut 
within that dark floating box. 
The moment they were clear 
of the shoal, the pilot put the 
boat hard to starboard. It 
was a demonstration of cool 
judgment. A few seconds' 
delay would have been dis- 
astrous. He just 
scraped 


clear, and ran down the 
north side of the island, close 


under the guns that thunder- 
ed on the bank above. 


The island's guns had not 


been depressed sufficiently 
to meet this maneuver, and 
the shells flew harmlessly 
over the hurricane deck. 
Four times the ordeal was 
repeated as the gunboat 
passed one battery after an- 
other. Not one shot hit it. 


Now that the Carondelet 


•was app a r e n 11 y out of 
danger, silence was relax- 
ed, when some one in- 
quired if there was a rec- 
ognition signal to identify 
them to the Union batteries 
at New Madrid. It would be 
too bad to be mistaken for a 
Rebel gunboat after having 
survived the enemy's guns. 
Fortunately, Foote had ar- 
ranged a system of signal 
guns to announce the ship's 
safe passage past the island, 
and the Carondelet now fired 
these. This exchange was 
correctly interpreted at New 
Madrid. 


It was 1 a.m. when they 


reached their landing place. 
They had taken three hours 
to make the trip down. They 
had passed through the fire 
of some 60 guns and emerg- 
ed unscathed. Grog was is- 
sued to all hands. 


Underestimate Pope 


Events now began to move 


rapidly. During an early 
morning thunderstorm an- 
other gunboat came down 
the river to New Madrid. 
Though the Confederates de- 
ployed their troops in the 
woods' back of the landing 
places to meet this new 
threat, they were not seri- 
ously worried because they 
didn't think Pope could man- 
age a real attack with only 
two gunboats to carry his 
troops across the river. 


But the Rebels had under- 


estimated Pope's cunning. 
Some days before, a canal 
had been cut in secret across 
the peninsula opposite Island 
No. 10, so transports could 
be brought down to New 
Madrid out of the range of 
Confederate guns. 


Troops Surrender 


Now, 
suddenly, the sur- 


prised Confederates saw four 
transports, -bristling with 
bayonets, steam out from 
their hiding place to head for 
Watson's landing. The Reb- 
els were boxed in on both 
flanks, the river to the front, 
and the swamp to the rear. 
The bulk of the Confederate 
troops surrendered on the 
spot without resistance. 


The bag included a gener- 


al, nearly 7,000 troops, about 
100 guns, and a vast quan- 
tity of ammunition. The Un- 
ion also acquired a fleet of 
handsome river steamers. 
Pope's casualties totaled 54. 


The sudden collapse of a 


position that the Confedera- 
cy had confidently expected 
to hold indefinitely brought 
consternation to the South 
and indignation. It was con- 
sidered that at the least the 
store of ammunition should 
not have fallen into the 
hands of the enemy. 


The Carondelet se r v e d 


honorably on the western, 
rivers throughout the • war. 
She and the other Union 
ironclads helped prove the 
feasibility of combined land 
and naval operations against 
entrenched land forts — a 
strategic concept w h i c h 
eventually won the Missis- 
sippi and split the Confeder- 
acy in two.
